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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the selected choice" in lines 5 and 8. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Collings (US 
5,828,402 A) in view of Abecassis (US 5,61 0,653 A). 

With respect to claim 1 , Collings teaches an on-screen user interface for exercising 
parental control commands (method and apparatus for access controlling such as blocking 
reception of television programs - see abstract) comprising: 

a means displaying a master menu (main menu 80 - see figure 5A) on a monitor screen,

the master menu having a plurality of parental control choices (the main menu 80 includes a 
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plurality of parental control choices such as blocking, view control set-up, display blocked 
titles. . .etc - see figure 5A)\ 

selecting one of the choices from the master menu (for instance, selecting option [2] 
from the main menu 80 - see figure 5A); 

displaying on the screen a menu for entering the selected choice (displaying a menu 100 
for selecting choice - see figure 5C and col. 17, lines 32-35). 

Collings does not explicitly disclose displaying a menu of users and selecting one of the 
displayed users, and executing the selected choice with respect to the selected user. 

However, Abecassis discloses displaying a screen as illustrated in figure 4D. In this 
screen, the selections 433 identify each of the various viewers in a household. If Mom is the 
viewer, she would select Mom label 442 by highlighting the label and depress the SEL key 434. 
A parent wishing to modify a child's content preference, would highlight the child label. While a 
viewer label is highlighted, the content preference with respect to that viewer may be retrieved 
by pressing key 444 for viewing (see col. 17, lines 42-59 and figures 4D-E). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the system of Collings by displaying a list of various viewers in 
household on screen to retrieve content preference with respect to the selected viewer from the 
list as disclosed by Abecassis in order to modify the content preference for parental control 
purpose. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 
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Casement et al. (US 5,969,748 A) disclose television schedule system with access 

control. 

Urakoshi et al. (US 6,067,564 A) disclose a pay program broadcasting receiver 
apparatus that receive pay programs.
